HHS and Labor Departments Announce 
$1 Billion in Health IT Grants  

  

U.S. Health and Human Services Secretary Kathleen Sebelius and 
Labor Secretary Hilda Solis announced nearly $1 billion in federal 
economic stimulus funds to be used to increase the use of health 
information technology. The money will be used to help make 
healthcare information technology available to over 100,000 hospitals 
and primary care physicians by 2014 and train thousands of people for 
careers in healthcare and information technology. Sebelius announced 
more than $750 million in awards for states and healthcare providers. 
Solis announced more than $225 million in Department of Labor grant 
awards that will be used to train 15,000 people in job skills needed to 
support careers in healthcare, information technology and other high 
growth fields.
